MONDAY FIXED FOR THE ATTACK ON 
THE NON-UNION WORKMEN, 


The Protectorate Over Madagascar Dis- 
puted by Natives—Influenza Decimat- 
ing an English School— The Imperial 
Ukase Prohibiting the Exportation of 
Russian Wheat Operative Monday. 


Paris, Nov. 21.—Advices recetved here this 
morning from Lens, near Arras,in the de- 
partment of Pas De Calais, where from 86,000 
to 40,000 miners are out on strike, show that 
the situation is growing hourly more danger- 
ously serious. A meeting ot the miners’ del- 
egates to be held to-morrow is of the utmost 
importance to all concerned in the strike 
and the decision arrived at then 
will possibly decide the question as to 
whether or not the Pas De Calais is to 
witness a series of bloody riots. The strikers 
inthe department have, it is understood, 
already received substantial sums of 
money from the sympathizing coal 
miners in England and elsewhere; The 
Government is being kept well informad as to 
what transpires, and has steadily, but with- 
out attracting attention, sent troops tothe 
scene of the trouble in order to protect the 
property of the mine owners. The miners 
are animated by the most bitter feeling 
against the men who have remained at work, 
and against those who have taken the places 
of the strikers. In fact threats are ex- 
pressed that the strikers, supported by their 
friends and relatives, will on Monday next, 
make a combined simultaneous and deter- 
mined attempt to drive the scabs away from 
the mines. Should these fhreats be carried 
out, or should the strikers attempt any open 
violence, there may be considerable trouble 
and bloodshed. 

The mines are already protected by small 
detachments of troops, and several collisions 
have already taken place between the soldiers 
protecting the workers, and the strikers, 
who seem determined to stop all work in the 
mines at any cost to themselves and to their 
families. The Government, desirous above 
all to maintain peace, has made several 
offers to legislate in favor of the strikers 
should the latter be able to prove the justness 
of their cause, but the Government insists, 
as one of the conditions of this legislation, 
thot the strikers must resume work and re- 
frain from all violence. a

REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF INDUSTRIES—LORD

Toronro, Ontario, Nov. 21.—The report of 
the Bureau of Industries issued yesterday 
ows that the yield of grain in Ontario this 
ar is extraordinarily large. Fall wheat 
\vcrages from twenty-five to thirty bushels 
per acre in many sections and weighs from 
ty to sixty-six pounds per bushel, Spring 
Wheat and oats are also far above the aver- 
age. The crops of wheat, spring and fall, 
are estimated at 82,584,026 bushels, nearly halt 
as much again as the crop of 1890. The oat 
crop exceeds the light one of last year by 
more than 22,000,000 bu, while the average per 
acre is the highest in ten years. The 
crops are enormous, but potatoes are dam- 
aged by rot, The acreage of barley sown is 
145,000 acres less than last year, yet the crop 
is 541,737 bu larger, owing to the great yield 
of 29.2 bu per acre. The acreage sown in fall 
Wheat this fall is 15 percent greater than 
that sown in the fall of 18990, but the pros- 
pects of the yield are hardly as good as they 
Were last year.

THE IMPERIAL UKASE. 


EXPORTATION OF WHEAT FROM RUSSIA PROHIB- 
ITED—GENERAL FOREIGN. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 21.—Contrary to the 
announcement made a few days ago that 
nothing further would be done in connection 
with the question of exporting wheat from 
Russia untilthe Czar’s return from Lividia 
early in December, a ukase from His Majesty 
was issued to-day prohibiting the export of 
wheat and wheat products from Russia. This 
prohibition, which will go into effect on Mon- 
day next, will be executed under the same 
conditions as those governing the prohibi- 
tion recently decreed against the export of 
oats. 

It is expected that the exportation of 
horses to Austria and Germany will be pro- 
hibited. This and the prohibition of the ex- 
portation of wheat are regarded as having 
military significance. 


IN THE LONDON MARKET. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—Foreign Government se- 
curities were firm at the opening of the stock 
market to-day, and remained so until it be- 
came known that Russia had finally issued 
the long threatened ukase prohibiting 
the export of wheat from that coun- 
try. A relapse then occurred. Russians 


opened at an advance of u, but closed at a 


fractional decline from the opening quota- 
tions. Brazilian securities, however, ad- 
vanced a point. American railroad stocks 
showed an all-round advance at the close as 
a result of the issuance of the wheat ukase. 


ADVANCE IN BERLIN. 

BERLIN, Nov. 21.—Wheat has further ad- 
vanced 2 points on the strength of the ukase 
prohibiting the export of the cereal from 
Russia. 


EFFECT IN ST. LOUIS. 

The local wheat market was affected to 
some extent by the Russian ukase and ad- 
vanced Ihe, but there was no real excite- 
ment and the strength displayed by 
European markets had more to do with 
the improvement in price than the actual 
issuance of the decree. For several weeks 
past the markets of this country have been 


| worked by false reports regarding this Russian 


prohibition of exports, and the trade had be- 
come very suspicious of these reports. That 
was one reason theofficial announcement 
failed to stir the market up and make specu- 
lative trading lively.

TERMS OF THE FRANCO-RUSSIAN ALLI-

exists verbally and that M. De Giers, the 
Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, who is 
now visiting this city, and President Carnot 
have only to arrange two points in the alli- 
ance, which, up to the time of M. De Giers’ 
arrival, were still unsettled.

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SENOR MARTINS HOLDS THE KEY TO THE 
SITUATION IN BRAZIL. 


He Is a “Democrat” but Friendly to the 
Exiled Emperor—Meager Details of the 
Battle Off Patos Bay—Uruguay River 
Squadron in Revolt—South American 
New.] 


LONDON, Nov. 21.— There is an important 
item of news here this morning in regard to 
the troubles in Brazil. The Times’ Santiago 
correspondent cables that Silveira Martins 
now holds the key to the situation in Brazil. 
According tothe same correspondent Mar- 
tins isa ‘‘strong democrat and friendly to 
Dom Pedro.’’ From other sources the re- 
ported repulse of Da Fonseca’s two gunboats 
andatorpedo boat seem to be confizmed, 
though the alleged details obtainable are 
conflicting to a great degree. The insur- 
gents, it is claimed, continue to receive rein- 
forcements of men, money and munitions of 
war, and a Da Fonseca squadron in the 
Upper Uruguay River is said to have hauled 
down the flags of the United States of Brazil 
and to have hoisted in its place the white flag 
with a red-ball center of the so-called Repub- 
lic of the South. This squadronis said then 
to have joined the insurgent forces and to 
have been received with much enthusiasm 
amid the firing of guns, much cheering and 
entertainments of a festive nature. 

Negotiations between the Dictatorand the 
revolutionists are said to have deen 
broken off as the latter will not be 
content with anything less than an uncon- 
ditional surrender. On the other hand, nego- 
tiations between the insurgents and the Gov- 
ernment of Uruguay are said to be progress- 
ing ina manner favorable tothe Junta. The 
report circulated to the effect that Da Fon- 
seca was ‘‘iikely to die at any moment’’ 
seems to have been an exaggeration. The 
Dictator has been a very sick man for months 
past. He is said to be suffering from a can- 
cerousafmiiction, and it has been reported 
that the state of his health has been one of 
the factors in bringing about the present 
state of affairs. 

It ig explained, however, in the sensa- 
tional dispatch referred to that the news 
circulated might mean that the Dictator was 
in danger of assassination. Over ten days 
ago it was stated in these dispatches that, 
according to advices received here from 
Brazil, the Dictator’s friends had thought it 
advisable to take the strictest precautions 
to insure the safety of the Marshal, and that, 
as not infrequent in South American revolu- 
tions, the assassin might put @ speedy end to 
the political crisis.. It has been added that 
the Dictator wears night and day a shirt of 
mail made of the finest steel backed bya 
tough leather lining. Butsuch reports are 
always circulated in political cases of this 
description. The basis of all these sensa- 
tional rumors seems to be the news forwarded 
to the United States in these dispatches early 
yesterday afternoon that Da Fonseca was 
suffering from nervous prostration. That is 
a fact, and out of it seems to have grown the 
more startling reports. 

Gaspar Silveira Martins, referred to above 
as holding the reinsin Rio Grande do Sul, 
at one time was Governor of the Provinces 
and was exiled at the time of Dom Pedro’s 
dethronement and afterward permitted to 
return. It is believed that his views as to 
what is the best policy for the State 
to pursue will prevail. Martins is admitted 
by all parties to be both able and energetic. 
He is in favor of a republican form of Gov- 
ernment, while personally very friendly to 
Dom Pedro. 6 

An official dispatch from Rio de Janeiro 
late this afternoon says that the Govern- 
ment of the Dictator is continuing 
to take active measures to suppress wnat is 
termed the anarchical movement’’ in the 
State of Rio Grande Do Sul. It is proposed to 
establish a close blockade at the ports of Rio 


Grande, and sO attempt to cut 
the State off from communication 
with the outside world. At the 


same time itis said that the Government 
willuse moderation in its treatment of the 
seceded State. 

The official dispatch says nothing about 
Fonseca’s reported illness or of the possibil- 
ity of plots to make away with him. 


THE BOSTON AT BAHIA, 

New YorK, Nov. 21.—The United States 
cruiser Boston reports her arrival at Bahia, 
Brazil, on the 18th, but the Brazilians held 
back the cable message two days. The 
United States steamer Yantic has arrived at 
St. Vincent, Cape De Verde Islands. She is 
en route to the South Atlantic station. 


FALL OF VALPARAISO. 


How the Insurgents Captured Balmaceda’s 
Stronghold. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 21.—An officer of 
the cruiser San Francisco, speaking of the 
operations preceding the capture of Val. 
paraiso, said: The number of men engaged 
in operations are variously stated by all from 
ten totwenty thousand on each side. The 
truth is that the Congressionalists had about 
ten thousand and Balmaceda twice that num- 
per, besides between eight and ten thousand 
more within six or eight hours’ call. On Aug. 
21, however, when the Congressional forces 
were at Concon, Where the Aconcagua River 
empties into the sea, Balmaceda's generals, 
Alcerceca and Barbosa, opened the fight 
with only 6,500 men, the Santiago and Val- 
paraiso divisions not having arrived. This 
battle was fought, it was claimed, without 
instructions, as the President had ordered 
the troops to take up a position on the 
heights of which the Fortress Vina del Mar 
was the pivotal position, whereas the River 
Aconcagua was on much lower ground with- 
out any natural advantages of position. {The 
taking of this position also allowed the Junta 
forces to swerve to the left of the 
Balmacedists and follow the coast 
line around the range Of hills on which was 
Vina del Mar and attack the Government 
troops on their left fank facing Valparaiso 
Bay. Ourshipandthe Baltimore were both 
lying in the southern portion of the bay, 
almost under the guns of Fort Pratt. Di- 


rectly abead of us was Valparaiso, while on 


our left across the day was the battleneld 


combat was continued with scarcely any 
effect, thé two armies Meanwhile doing noth- 
ing. These operations lasted until about 
Aug. 24, when the Oongressionalists’ criiis- 
ers, Esmeraida and Cochrane, ventured a 
little further in and attempted to shell Vina 
del Mar. We watched their operations and 
could see everything quite plainly. They 
fired a large number of shells, but the fort 
was not struck once. The nearest one fell 
about fifty yards fromthe base of the para- 
pet. While the two vessels occupied an ad- 
vanced position Fort Pratt on our right fired 
several shells over us and at the two vessels. 
These maneuvers and short contests were 
kept up for several days. The Congression- 
alist foree gradually crowded the Govern- 
ment troops, so that the latter fell back to 
Placilla, which was the key to Valparaiso. 
Here the final contest took place, and here 
most of the bloody scenes were enacted.’’

BALMACEDA'S SECRET SERVICE. 


ROUGH EXPERIENCE OF ONE OF HIS AGENTS, AN 
AMERICAN. 


PITTSBURG, Nov. 21.—W. F. Burns of San 
Francisco, who was in the Chilian Secret 
Service under Balmaceda and who has been 
in Pittsburg some time, yesterday received 
notice from the State Department that the 
property taken from him by the German 
Government had been recovered and awaited 
his orders. This was a case growing out of 
the Chiltan trouble, As it had been pressed 
by him toa successful issue in the State De- 
partment Mr. Burns felt freetotellall about 
it.

Technically my principal griev- 
ance in the whole matter is against Germany, 
but atthe bottom of the trouble 1 place the 
intense hatred of many of the English people 
for Americans and anything that is Ameri- 
can.

MUST BE FACED. 


The “Sunday-Sabbath” Question Now 
Agitating Local Hebrew Circles. 


RABBI SALE’S RADICAL SERMON BRINGS 
IT TO AW ISSUE. 


Temples Shaare Emeth and Israel Already 
Observing Both Saturday and Sunday 
Many Favor the Latter’s Exclusive 
Adoption — Rabbi Hirsch’s Ohicago 
Sunday Services. 


The bold stand taken by Rabbit Samuel 
Sale of Temple Shaare Emeth in advocating 
the Hebrew adoption of the ‘‘Sunday Sab- 
bath’’ is at present the leading topic of 
thoughtful discussion in local Hebrew circles. 
Further investigation of the excited flurry 
fotiowing hig. recent sermon, in which the 
fearless young rabbi sought to prove that the 
“seventh day as a day of rest” was an earthly 
institution long before the Hebrew story of 
the creation ‘had been told, reveals the fact 
that Dr. Sale does not stand alone in his ad- 
vocacy of a Hebrew observance of sunday. 
There exists among local Hebrews a strong 
feeling favoring such observance. The only 
point of difference from Rabbi Sale’s views 
isin the very grave question of the virtual 
surrender of Saturday, the sacred Sabbath 


of the Hebrew faith. Even on 
this point, however, there are 
many liberal members of the 


congregation of Temple Shaare Emeth who 
would be willing to follow the example set by 
Rabbi Hirsch of Chicago, whose congregation 
now observes only the Sunday Sabbath as the 
day of rest and worship. 

SUNDAY SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

The local observance of the Sunday Sabbath 
is as yet, however, confined to two Hebrew 
congregations of St. Louis, viz.: those of 
Temple Shaare Emeth and Temple 
Israei, the latter having begun the prac- 
tice under its former liberal pastor, Rabbi 
S. H. Sonneschein, continuing at the same 
time its observance of Saturday, as does also 
Temple Shaare Emeth. With the departure 
of Dr, Sonneschein from St. Louis there were 
rumors afloat for a time that Temple Israel 
would return to the exclusive observance of 
the Hebrew Sabbath, butit was learned to- 
day that such rumors were unfounded. Rabbi 
Leon Harrison of Brooklyn, N. Y., the 
new pastor of Temple Israel, will arrive 
in St. Louis about Jan. 1, next, 
and his contract with his new congregation 
will call for the ‘‘double service,’’ as the re- 
ligious observance of both Saturday and Sun- 
day is known. A Post-DispatTcu reporter. 
this morning called on Mr. Wm. Stix of the 
wholesale dry goods firm of Rice, Stix & Co.. 
who ts now the president of the Temple 
Israel congregation, to ascertain his views on 
the observance of the ‘‘Sunday Sab- 
bath,’’ but was unable to see that gen- 
tloman. Mr. Benjamin Eiseman of the same 
firm, also a prominet member of Tempie Is- 
rael, was seen and said that the ‘‘double 
service’’ in Temple Israel would be continued 
under Dr. Harrison. 

Do you favor this Hebrew observance of 
both Saturday and Sunday?’’ Mr. Elseman 
was asked. ' 

‘*Ido,’’ replied that rr with a 
faint smile, but especially of Saturday. 

Would be favor the adoption of the 
‘Sunday Sabbath’ exclusively?’ 

„1 would not, most emphatically. I be- 
lieve in both services, but I should certainly 
oppose the surrender of the Hebrew Sab- 


bath.“ 
INDORSES RABBI SALE, 

Mr. Moses Fraley, until recently the Presi- 
dent of Temple Israel corporation, was next 
seen, He took a bold stand with the ‘‘lib- 
erals’’ as led in St. Louis by Dr. Sale. 

Leaving out of the question the doubts of 
the authenticity of the story of the creation 
raised by Dr. Sale, said Mr. Fraley, ‘‘I 
agree with him thoroughly as to the 
Reopen. exclusively, of the ‘Sunday-Sab- 
bath.’ I do so on the very grounds stated by 
Dr. Sale, that it is better to have an establish- 
ed holy day thatiis observed thanja traditional 
one not observed. As the world is now, the 
Hebrews cannot properly observe their own 
Sabbath, and the result of this inability to 
do so has been, and always will de, 
a source of weakness in Hebrew 
faith. Ithink there is no danger to Hebrews 
in giving up all attempt to observe their Sab- 
bath as a holy day, and in adopting the ‘Sun- 

Sabbath’ instead, his can be done 
without surrendering faith in the sacred 
origin of the Hebrew Sabbath,’’ 

Another prominent Hebrew was also equally 
strong in his indorsement of Rabbi Sale’s ad- 
voeacy of the ‘‘Sunday Sabbath’’ and the 
universal day of rest. 

It is a matter of vital importance to our 
congregation, said he. Go out to Temple 
Israel or Temple Shaare Emeth on a Saturday 
and you won't find five men in either congre- 

tion, What sort of observance of the Sab- 
bath do you call that? And withthe double 
service the result is somethingitme falling be- 
tween two stools—neither service isa suc- 
cess. On the other hand, look at Dr. Hirsch’s 
congregation in Chicago. They have 
abandoned the Saturday service altogether, 
and have adopted the ‘Sunday Sabbath’ in- 
stead. Whatisthe result? Such crowds at- 
tend the services on the ‘Sun Sabbath’ 
that the synagogue is unable to hold them, 
The congregation is 1 there is no 
surrender of any vital rt of the Hebrew 
taith, and instead of a bbath which only 
the women and children observe, there is a 
Sabbath which draws to the syna- 
gogue hundreds and thousands ot 
men as well. We have got to look 
this problem in the face, and 
the sooner we meet it fairly and practically 
the better it will be forour success as a 
people.“

The Assistant City Counsellor Has Lost

Even on 
this point, however, there are 
many liberal members of the 


congregation of Temple Shaare Emeth who 


would be willing to follow the example set by 
Rabbi Hirsch of Chicago, whose congregation 
now observes only the Sunday Sabbath as the 


day of rest and worship. 
SUNDAY SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 
The local observance of the Sunday Sabbath

THE INTERNATIONAL MEWS CO., 
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Final Decision of a Gambling Oase That 
Will Render It Difficult to Obtain Evi- 
dences of Gambling—New Interpreta- 
tion of the Law in Regard to Witnesses 
Criminating Themselves, , 


HILLSBORO, III., Nov, 21.—A decision of the 
greatest importance to Circuit Judges, Grand- 
juries, and particularly favorable to the 
gambling fraternity, has just been rendered 
by the Supreme Court of Illinois in session at 
Mt. Vernon. The decision leaves matters in 
such a plight that hereafter it will be next to 
impossible to get testimony before a Grand- 
jury upon which to indict any one for gam- 
bling with cards or any game of a like nature 
secretly carried on. The decision is in the 
case of F. E. Minter, who was subpoenaed as 
a witness to appear before the Gallatin 
County Grand-jury totestify as to what he 
knew about gambling at a certain resort. 
The questions asked him were the same as 
are asked by the foremen ofall Grand-juries 
in this State, first: ‘‘Do you know of any 
person playing at a game with cards for 
money, checks or other valuable thing in 
Gallatin County within eighteen months 
past?’’ and he answered: 1 do.“ He was 
then asked: ‘‘Who did you see playing?’’ 
This question he refused to answer on the 
ground that it would tend to criminate him- 
self. He was taken before the Circuit Judge, 
who held that he could testify against others 
and not criminate himself, and should do so, 
The witness still refused to answeron the 
ground that evidence against others was lay- 
ingthe foundation forhis own conviction. 
He was fined $25 for contempt, after which he 
took the case tothe Appellate Court, wh ere 
the lower court was sustained. On appeal to 
the Supreme Court the decision was reversed, 
the Court holding that Minter was right and 
quotingasa ground for its judgment art. 2 
of sec. 10 of the Constitution, which pro- 
vides: No person shall be compelled in any 
criminal caseto give evidence against him- 
self. 

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

In this State, it is and has been the practice 
to bring a witness into the Grand-jury room 
and have him testify that he saw persons 
(naming them) playing for money, etc. 
While he was asked no questions in reference 
to himself, ninety-nine timesin every hun- 
dred the witness had had a hand in the 
deal’’ with the parties against whom he was 
giving convicting testimony. When he was 
discharged from the jury room, one of the 
parties, or all of them in succession, against 
whom he hadtestified were called in and each 
compelled to give testimony against the first 
witness. Thus, out of his own mouth he con- 
victed himself, which the Constitution and 
the Supreme Court say he cannot be forced 
to do. 

Prominent lawyers say this is a decision 
that has been practically unthought of by,the 
legal fraternity of the State and 
that but few attorneys in the State 
if asked for an opinion upon the subject would 
have hesitated a minute in giving a decision 
in favor of the old method of getting testi 
mony as being lawful. At a recent term of 
court in Montgomery County the record 
shows more than two hundred indictments 
for gambling and all of them were secured by 
the Grand-jury originally starting after testi- 
mony upon which to convict a half-dozen 
men. Witness after witness produced the 
name of a new player and he in turn was 
forced to mention others.

Makes a Statement. 


The case of Mrs. Annie Hickman, who was shot by 
her husband, Ernest Hickman, on Thursday, as 
viewed by the quartette of physicians attending her 
at St. Mary's Hospital, is peculiar; The pistol ball 
in her head is supposed to be lo- 
cated at the base of the brain, in such 
a position that probing is necessarily a 
verv delicate and dangerous operation. Dr. Mudd of 
Bt. Louis and three local physicians—Drs. Bates, 
Fairbrother and Groves, have examined the wound, 
held consultations as to the best course to pursue, 


with the result that they have decided to make no 
attempt to remove the bullet, as instant death 
might be caused thereby. They report to-day that 
her condition is hopeless, — it was said ge 
day that there was some chance of recover She 
may live several days, but they think death 8 inev- 
itable and cannot be delayed. Mrs. 

Hickman is conscious to-day and able to speak, but 
is not permitted to exert herself in conversation. 

She has not been troubled with questions concerning

statements, saying she ul sure her husband enter- 
tained no eumity against her and would not have 
harmed hea had he been sane.

The most injurious product of these places 
is the fetid, filthy pool on Short street, be- 
tween DeSoto and Adelaide avenues. It is 
three blocks long and one block wide, and 
the filth varies from the thickness of foul 
water to the thickness of heavy mud. Other 
establishments contribute tothis breeder of 
disease, but the sources of supply can be 
abated only one at a time. The establish- 
ments also emitted noxious vapors which 
spread over the community laden with 
lurking danger. The city sought to abate 
the supply tothe cesspool and the issuance 
of the stench, by charging the defendants 
with maintaining a filthy drain,and also with 
maintaining an obnoxious factory. 

Mr. Price prosecuted the cases for the city, 
and Mr. Steber appeared for the defense. 
The decision of Judge Paxon said in part: 

THE DECISION. 

The city introduced three 22 officers who 
testified as to the existence of the filt J drains and 
the emission of foul vapors and smells from defend - 
ante’ establishments, who also stated that the 
premises of defendants had been cleaned since the 
order was made, and were in much better condition 
than before, but that the drains and smells still con- 


nue. 
The defendants have made a number of defences to 
these actions which I wil] now proceed to notice. 

First it is contended that the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Health is confined to nuisances which af- 
fect the public health and that the weight of evi- 
dence is that defendants’ establishments do not af- 
fect the public health. 

The provisions of the charter are very broad and 
ample. Art. 12, sec. 3, provides that the board shall 
have power ' to declare and abate nuisances in such 
manner as may be provided herein or by ordinance.’’ 

Section 6 of the same article reads as follows: In 
order to effect the abatement of nuisances or re- 
moval of accumulation of filth the Health Commis- 
sioner shall have power, whenever in his opinion 
such nuisance or filth extsts. and after officially so 
deiared of record by the Board of Health, to notify 
the owner or owners thereof, or his or their agents, 
to abate or remove the same. 

Art. 3, Sec. 26, paragraph 6, empowers the Mayor 
and Municipal Assembly by ordinance to declare, 
prevent andabate nuisances on public or private 
property and the causes thereof.’’ 

Under these provisions, takenin connection with 
the ordinances as interpreted by the Court of Ap- 

eals in the cases of City vs. Stern, 3 Mo. App.. 48: 

ity vs. Schnuckelberg, J Mo. App., 536; City vs. 
Steele, 12 Mo. p., 570, it might plausibly be 
claimed that the Board of Health has full power to 
declare what are and to abate all nuisances. But it 
is not necessary in the cases in hand to go to that ex- 
tent as the defendant's own experts agree with 
plaintiff's witnesses thatthe things complained of 
— RS might become detrimental to the public 

ealth. 

Dr. Dickson, the decision goes on to state, 
testified for the defense that the drains might 
cause an epidemic. Dr. Barron for the de- 
tense also testified that in epidemics one dis- 
eased locality would breed epidemics. Dr. 
Walter C. Lewis testified tothe same effect, 
and added that the odor was obnoxious, but 
not toa degree to nauseate. At least eleven 
of the thirty-three witnesses for the defense 
gave much the same evidence, The opinion 
continues and concludes: 


The defendants are not answerable for the ‘‘cess 
pool’’ nuisance, nor are they charged with that in 
these cases. The testimony shows very clearly that 
the city itself has contributed to the ‘*‘cess pool“ 
nuisance, and consequently cannot prosecute defend- 
ants for a nuisance which it has in part erected by its

o. App. 15. 

The detendants te yn to the introduction of 
certain sections of the ordinance which were not 
pleaded; this objection is sustained and said ordi- 
nances have not been considered in making this de- 
cision. I agree with defendants’ counsel that in 
238 an ordinance a reference by number alone 
s not sufficient; but the substance of the two sec- 
tions, 443 and 444, which the city relies on, have 
been quite fully pleaded in substance in each com- 

laint, and on thege sections alone is this opinion 
ounded. The time when and manner in which 
these sections were violated, I- think, 
ciently pleaded, 

lalso agree with defendant’s counsel that there is 
a broad distinction between «building and the use 
to which a building is put, but do not see how that 
distinction is applicable in these cases, as the matter 
complained of is the failure of defendants to abate 
what the Board of H has officially declared to be 
nuisances, to-wit: ‘**The filthy rendering establish- 
ments and filthy drains on public and private pro 
erty by discontinuing the said filthy drains on public 
and private property, and by discontinuing the dis- 
charge of noxious yapors from the buildings and d 
thoroughly cleaning said premises inside and ou 
side. 


The evidence is satisfactory thatthe defendants 
did thoroughly elean’’ their premises inside and 
out, but have failed to discontinue the drains and the 
emission of noxious ¥ rs therefrom. Whilst it is 
true that the finding of the Board of Health does not 
mention ‘‘noxious vapors it does name the filthy 
rendering establishments and drains,’’ so that if the 
evidence shows ‘‘filthy drains“ to have been main-

HE IS IN DANGER. 


Watchman Cummings May Die of Burns 
Received at the Big Fire, 


THE STORY OF HIS TERRIBLE EXPERI- 
ENCE AS TOLD BY HIMSELF. 


How He Discovered the Fire and His Fu- 
tile Efforts to Check It-—His Flight, 
Bareheaded and Coatless, to His Home 
—His Burns May Bring On Erysipelas 
—Not Asleep When the Fire Started. 


Since the big Broadway fire James Cum 
mings, the night watchman who was on duty 
in the Penny & Gentiles building when the 
conflagration began, has been confined to his 
home, 2008 Cass avenue, suffering from terri- 
ble burns about the hands, face and head. 
Yesterday his condition was such that grave 
apprehensions were felt by his family, con- 
sisting of his wife and four daughters. His 
physicians are working hard to ward off ery- 
sipelas, and if they succeed in this Cum- 
mings will be able to get about in a week or 
two. A PostT-DisPaTCH representative last 
evening obtained from him the first state- 
ment of the fire that he has given 
for publication. Propped up in bed with 
pillows, with his face, headand hands cov- 
ered with lime water soaked bandages, he 
told how he discovered the fire and how he 
received the burns. 
THE WATCHMAN’S STATEMENT. 

„1 was required,’’ he said, to make a 
round of the building every hour and turn in 
signals from boxes located on all the floors. 
The last round I made was at 8:30 Tuesday 
morning andI went through the basement 
first, and, as was my custom, examined the 
furnace. Thedoors were open and they were 
cool. The fire within was not any hotter 
than usual. I gave the signals and then went 
tothe other boxes up-stairs. I completed 
my round about 4 o’clock and then came 
down-stairs to the first floor and sat down. I 
picked up a newspaper and began reading, 
intending to pass away the time this 


way until 4:30, the time to begin 
the next round. I had not been read- 
ing more than a few minutes wheat

A THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 

The caused by the burns was terrible 
and when I got out of the place 1 did not 
know whattodo. It was bitterly cold and 
the wind was blowing a gale. I thought the 
best thing for me to do was to get home and 
calla doctor and bareheaded and without an 
overcoat I ran all the way to this house and 
fell from exhaustion on the door step. 
Though connected with Penny & Gentiles for 
some nine years as night watchman it was 
the first fire I had to deal with, and it was 
the worst one I ever saw in my life. lam 
satisfied now that if I had been upstairs or 
even inthe basement at the time I never 
would have escaped, so rapid was the spread 
of the fire. The newspaper accounts 
that have been read to me 
state that the first alarm was given bya 
Union Market butcher. This is certainly in- 
correct, as I had given the alarm on the sig. 
nal box some minutes before the cry of fire 
was given from the outside. Again let me 
say the fire did not start in the basement; . 
broke out on the first floor near the main en, 
trance on Broadway near the hot-air pipe.
